Municipal Bv-Law for the Destruction 
* of Thistlos. 



\Ve, tho Mayor and Councillors of the Oity 
of Victoria, British Columbia, In Council con- 
vened by virtue of tbe power and authority 
vested in us by an act entitled j The \ i.oiprio 
Municipal Ordinance, 18G7, and ' Tbe \ iclon.i 
Municipal Amendment Ordinance, 1869, 

Whereas great inlury and load have been 
and are occasioned' to the lands within the 
limits ot the City of Victoria by the spread ol 

* the plant known as the Thistle, and it is desir- 
able that measures bo taken to prevent its lur- 
ther diffusion. • 

Be it thcrelore enacted by the said May or 
^ and Council that from and after tbe passing of 
this By-Law, as follows :— 

1. Ifntany tiino after the passing of this 
By-Law any owner, lessee or occupier of land 
within the limits of the Oily of Victoria afore- 
said, upon which land any of tlio plants com- 
monly kuowu as the Tliistln shall be growing, 
a shall not within seven days alter any notice in 
Writing that such Thistles ate gruwintr upon 
such land signed by tbe Mayor ol the City ot 
Victoria shall have been served upon such 
owner, lessee or occupier, or left for htm at 
his usual or last known place of abode, effec- 
tually destroy all ol the said plants so known 
as the Thistle then growing and being upon 
such land, every such owner, lessee or occu- 
pier being convicted thereof shall be liable to 
a penalty not exceeding Twenty-five dollars 
[$25] and not less than Five dollars [>6j, 

* and such penalty may be recovered and the 
matter thereof beard and determined by a Sti- 
pendiary Magistrate or two /usticea ot tbe 
Peace in a summary w y 

Provided that it shall be lawful for any such 
Stipendiary Magistrate or two Justices to sus- 
pend any conviction upon its being proved to 
his or their satisfaction that the person so rc„ 
ceiving such notice bas used and is using rea- 
sonable exertions to destroy such plants. Pro- 
vided further that no Information shall be laid 
against any owner of such lands until tbe 
provisions ot this By-law shall have been en- 
forced against tbe occupier or 1-sseo of such 
land upon which such. Thistles may or shall 
be found. Provided further that no second 
information anainst. such owner, occupier or 
lessen shall bo laid within thirty days after 
any previous conviction. 

•2. If there shall be no occupier or Icsseo of 
any such land, or such occupier or lessee or 
» the owner of such land shall be unknown or 
absent from the Colony, nnd such occupier, 
lessee or owners shall have no known agent resi 
dent in the Colony, then such notice as aforesaid 
may be allixcd in somo conspicuous place upca 

* such land and shall also be published in some 
newspaper circulating in the said city, and 

* every notice so affiled and published shall 
ho deemed nnd taken to bo suflicieut notice to 
the occupier, lessee or owner ol such land from 
tho timo of its being so affixed and published. 

Provided that it shall not be necessary lor 
any such last mentioned notice to specify the 
name of any person, lefsee or owner of the 
land therein referred to, and provided also that 
no owner of auy land shall be liable to any 
payment bevond the expense of and decision- 
ud by tbe destruction and eradication of the 
Thistles growing, and being upon such land as 
lierinnfur provided together with co3ts of suit 
by reason merely of any notice having 
been so affixed m last aforesaid. Provider 
thot such notice shnll contain a description ol 
the particular portion of such land intended to 
be atrcctcd thereby. 

3. If any such owner, lesseo or occupier 
shall for the space of seven days refuse or neg 
Ject to destroy tho Thistles specified in any 

r such notice, it shall and may be lawful fur 
any person authorized in writing iu that be- 
half by tho Mayor to destroy and eradicate the 
same, and for that purpose with sufficient as- 
sistants to enter upon any such lands in re- 
spect whereof any such notice shall have been 
given ns aforesaid, and the Municipal Council 
of tho City ot Victoria shall he entitled to re- 
cover from such owner, lessee or occupier the 
expense of and attending such destruction and 
eradication, such expenses to be assessed end 
allowed by a S'ipendiary Magistrate or two 
Justices of tho Peace together with costH ol 
Buit, by action or plaint In any court ol 
competent jurisdiction, or by proceedings In n 
summary manner before a Stipendiary Magis- 
trate or two Ju-tices, as if such amount had 

| been a pecuniary penalty awarded by such 
Stipendiary Magistralo or two ./usticcs and 
which action plaint tfr proceedings may hi 
commenced, Instituted, bad and taken in tin 
name of the Clerk of the Municipal Council o 
the City of Victoria. 

4. It shall be lawful for any person author 

* ized in writing in that behalf by tho Mayor o' 
tho City of Victoria without notice to enli r 
upon any such lands, whether enclosed or not, 
for tho purpose ot ascertaining if any such 
Thistles aro growing, and being thereupon, 
nnd no such person shall be deemed a tres- 
passer by reason of such entry, or bo liabl 
for any damngo thereby occasioned unless tin 
Btinio was occasioned by aucti peuon wilfully 
and without necooaity. 



5. Upon complaint being duly made to 
tho Mayor that auy such Thistles are suui 
pectod to be growing or nre growing 
upon any sucb laud, tho said Mayor shall 
make an order iu writing for soiuo per., 
son to enter upon such land to search and 
uscertain if there are any snth Thistles grow- 
ing, and being thereupon, or as tho case may 
bo, shall sign such uotico to tho owner or oc- 
cupier of any such land as hereinafter provid- 
ed, and also upon being satisfied I li * t such 
Thistles are growing nnd that audi notice bus 
been served or left or affixed and advertised 
as herein provided,' shall niake an order lor 
the des' ruction ami eradication of any such 
Thistles as aforesaid growing and being upon 
any snob land by some person to be named in 
such order, the expense (f which shall be 
recoverable as bere'lilicfore provided. 

0, Tbe expenses of and attending any such 
destruction and eradication of the plants com- 
monly known ns tho Thistle, when adjudged, 
assessed or allowed, as bereinbeforo is mention- 
ed, if tho same shall be unpaid, unrecovered 
or unsatisfied thereafter for a period of Thirtv 
days, shall together with all costs, if any, and 
the costs of registration hereinafter men- 
tioned, bear interest until paid at the 
rate of eighteen dollars per cent per 
annum, and together with all sucb costs and 
all interest accrued nnd thenceforth to accrue 
sbail bo registered as a charge against the 
land in respect of which, or of the owners, 
lessees or occupiers whereof such expenses 
aad monies wero so adjudged assessed and al- 
lowed as aforesaid and a certificate under the 
band of the Mayor stating the ainouut so ad- 
judged, assessed or allowed, unrecovored and 
unsatisfied, and describing tho said last men- 
tioned laud, ehr.ll be a sufficient authority to 
the Registrar General of Titles of British Col- 
umbia to effect such registration, and upon a 
like certificate of payment the said registra- 
tion shall be cancelled. 

7. All monies recoverable under tlii-; By-jaw 
shall bo paid over and appropriated in tbe 
manner described in 'Tho Municipal Fines 
Ordinance, 1870.' 

8. In the construe ion of tbis By-law the 
words 'the plant' commonly known as [the 
Thistle,' and tho word •Thistle' shall bo held 
to include all plants commonly known by the 
name of Thistles, and shall also bo held to 
include tbo plants known by the Botanical 
names of •Carduus Palustris,' : 0arduuJ Marfan,- 
us/'Carduus Uenedictus,' '(Jarduus Lauceol a 
tus,' 'Onopbrdum Acantbium/ and 'Xanthium 
Spinosum.' 

9. This By-law may bo cited for all pur- 
poses as 'Tbo By-law for destroying Thistles, 
1879.'

charge as though Confederation, with 
all its accompanying changes, wore u 

century away. 1" ml* ,he P rcsB,U 
alone is ours; aad if wo neglect to mi- 
Drove it there is littlo bopo that re 
shall be fitted to onuct well that part 
which the greater responsibilities of a 
now impending condition will not fail 
to impose. T.be great public wo-ks 
which will immediaiely follow the con- 
summation ot union, aad the increased 
facilities for reaching the colony which 
will come with that change will doubt- 
less proTe an effectual means of bring- 
in" population into the country. But. 
KiS to rely entity upon those 
means, wholly unassisted by any organ- 
ized agencies, the population winch will 
find its way to our shores may not 
prove to be of the most doeirable kind. 
It may be said, ' Population is popula- 
tion Ono man will produce and con- 
sume as much aB another.' This is 
doubtless true in a sense; but it is un- 
true in a lur mo>e important sense, In- 
asmuch as tho public works to be under- 
taken by the Federal Government will 
create an extensive demand for labor, 
both skilled and unskilled, and, conse- 
quently, Operate us a magnet for at- 
tracting population ^it becomes a cou- 
eideration of tho very first importance 
thai every legitimate means should be 
employed with a view to ensuring that 
the population so attracted shall be ol 
such a ohaiaoter us will contribute 
most largely towaids the permanent 
prosperity of tho country. In con- 
structing lar<:o public works in a new 
country liko I3ri','iii Columbia, there 
arc two objects ever to bo kept in view 

utility in the works themselves, and the 

impoiu given to local development and 
industry by the expenditure necessary 
for tluir "construction. Now, if ther.e 
be indifferenoe as to the character of 
the population attracted by these work* 
it is plain that it will in great part con- 
sist of ihe moro erratic class drawn 
from the Pacific Slopo, persons who 
rvill come and do our work, poeket oar 
mouey and mo'- e off to some fresh field, 
just as thoy moved Hither. Man lor 
man, they would doubtless work us well 
and consume as much as auy, while 
they remained witb us, It would bo 
idle, therefore, to deny that they would 
bo a benefit; but thoy would at best 
only be a transient benefit, Tho works 
completed , and the expenditure ended, 
nud the population goue I Tho colony 
would have attained the one objoe ot 
utility in publlo works. Tho second 
object would have been but littlo rea- 
lised. Population, therefore, is not 
population in thisvory important sense, 
How ate wo tobelp ourselves? Should 
Home, sue h scheme as tout propounded 
by Mr Laidluw be cairiod out in con- 
nection with tic construction of tho 
Canadian Pacific Bail way it would 
fully meet tho casi), in so lar us 
that gnat work is concerned ; but 
it is quesiiouable whether its appli- 
cation would not bo confin'id to tho 
other tide of tho Rocky Mountains 
Were the work to be prosecuted only 
towards tlio west, that scheme might bo 
niude npplicable to tho ontiio line; but 
inasmuch as tho work is to bo carried 
on simultaneously from tho eastern side 
und the western sido of the continent, 
wo think it may bo upon to question 
whether tho Laidlaw Bohemo will bo 
mudo applicable to the Pacific section of 
tho Railway. Then there are other 
works, suoli as the Graving Doek, thu 
erection of public buildings, &u, to 
which such a scheme would have no ap- 
plication whatever. These works,, ta- 
ken together, will imperatively demand 
tho presence in tho colony of a white 
population at least double that wo 
nuve now; and it will need to bo coin- . 
posed for the most part of skilled and 
Unskilled laborers and agriculturists, 
JMow, our great object should be 
to have such men employed upon 
tboKO works as will couiributo most 
largely to tho poinianent prosperity 
oltho country. In short, und to bo 
plain, wo want attiztuis and luborers, 
and agriculturists, and fishers, and hun- 
ters to como here with their families und 
become permanent settlers, so that tho 
population cmployod upon tho lurgc 
public works, at* Well as the money 



expended thereon may bo to as larjzo an 
oxtont as possible retained and utilized 
alter thesn works shall have boon com- 
pleted. Now, how shall we most ef- 
fectually attain this importaht object ? 
By at onco establishing connections 
with home associations huvinir in view 
tho transferronce to tho colonies the 
very nrticlo wo want; Mid by imniedix 
ato small beginnings. It will not do to 
wait until thu publio works comnionce, 
and then Bhout aad flounder about for 
population. Tho process of introducing 
families from home must be somo what 
gradual; and it must, in tho first in- 
stance, bo conducted upon a small scale. 
By making an immediate commeucu- 
ment we should be found better pro* 
pared, with all the machinery in good 
working order when the lavger demand 
would bo made upon it, Taking this 
viowof tho'inattor, thero is really not a 
moment to bo lost. Local arrange- 
ments should bo made for retaining and 
absorbing overy good man and woman 
now from timo to timo arriving on our 
wharves j lor it is a noticoivblo fact that 
during tho present season the number of 
comers, including whole families, is 
greatly on tho increase, and- agricultural 
lands me being much more sought after 
than iu former years. Let these strag- 
gling comoio, thoso tlrnt drops oi the 
shower, be carefully looked after and 
assist ed to liomostesds, just as though 
no shower wero oxpeoted at all. Don't 
let us act the foolish part of Pat, and 
throw away the present shilling, iu viow 
of iho future sovereign. Remember ' a 
bird in the bund is worth two in tho 
hush,' And, thou , lot tho Governmeut 
or the pooplo or, hotter a till, both seek 
immediately to Cstu'ilish intimate rela- 
tions with ono or moro ol thoso udinira- 
blo colon zuliou societies in England, 
with a view to oommencii g the work 
of introducing families into this coun- 
try. It isreuliy amazing to witness the 
sublime indifference which appears to 
pervade both tho public and the official 
mind in reference to this all-important 
subject of imuaigrutio — a subject tho 
importance of whieh is iucroased rather 
than diminished by tho imminence of 
groat changes. Let us uot, then, com- 
mit the fatal error ot permitting the 
great prospects which appear to bo 
looming up in the immediate future to 
absorb our altuution to the neglect of 
•present duty.
